1 . (cun'ently amended) A device Int e nd e d to establish a connection between two 
adjacent slabs, pref e rably concrete elabs, by equ i pp i ng th e e xpansion jo i nt b e tw ee n 
QQid oiobo, wher e in said device Is constitut e d by an a ss e mbly of two comprising: 

first and second modules derived firom sheets, each of the modules 
comprising: 

a first series of flat elements, which form projections, 
a second series of elements in the form of a right angle, which are 
integral with said projections, said second series of elements in the form of a 
right angle comprising a first flat part, which is in the same plane as said 
projections, and a raised second flat part, which forms a right angle with said 
first part, 

flat elements, which are in the same plane as said raised parts and 
which form connections in the form of first longitudinal members between said 
raised parts, 

said Iwe first and second modules being assembled in such a way that the 
raised parts of the first and second module face each other along the two sides of a 
center plane and the longitudinal members of the first and second module equally 
face each other along the two sides of said same center plane, and that the 
projections of each module extend on both sides of said center plane. 

2. (original) The device as claimed in claim 1, which furthenDore comprises flat 
elements which are in the same plane as said projections and form connections in 
the form of second longitudinal members, each second longitudinal member being 
present between the ends of one of said projections and of one of said first parts, 
being situated in the same plane as said projections. 

3. (cun-ently amended) The device according to claim 1 , which furthermore 
comprises a separation element, behveen the two first and second modules. 

4. (cun-ently amended) The device according to claim 1 , wherein the first and 
second modules dorivod from sh e ets are fixed to one another by temporaiy fixing 
means. 
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5. (cun^ntly amended) The device according to claim 1, wherein the first and 
second modules are provided with anchoring elements. 

6. (currently amended) A module i ntondod to b e us e d in a device as doscribed in 
Hn .rr. 1 .aihcaifl c4ft of assemblv to co nnect two adjacent slabs said module 

nnmprifles comDriSlnQ : 

a first series of flat elements, which form projections. 

a second series of elements in the form of a right angle, which are integral 
with said projections, said elements in the form of a right angle comprising a first flat 
part, which is in the same plane as said projections, and a raised second flat pari, 
which fbnns a right angle with said first part. 

flat elements, which are in the same plane as said raised part and which form 
connections in the form of first longitudinal members between said raised parts. 

7. (original) The module as claimed in claim 6, which furthermore comprises flat 
elements whicli are In the same plane as said projections and which form 
connections in the form of second longitudinal members, each second longitudinal 
member being present between the ends of one of said projections and one of said 
first parts, being situated in the same plane as said projections. 

8. (new) The device according to claim 1 wherein said separation element is a foil. 

9. (new) The device according to claim 1 wherein satd separation element is a 
sheet.
